Lo Ia the afternoon of 12 July 1991, a colum of trucks, carrying 200 ‘troops, and 
12 tractors towing 6 artillery pieces of a hitherto unobserved type, was 
s2en leaving throurh the rear gate of the Generalteldseugmeister Kaserne in 
Brandenburg. The column stopped at the Opel Plant, where minor repair work 
was apparently performed on two of the suns, and subsequently proceeded toward 
Plaue, The artillery pieces seened to be larger than 15C=nm ani were transport- 
e] in two loads, with the barrels resting on separate linbers.

2. Oa the morning of .". July, three artillery pieces, broken down in tro loads 
and towed by six caterpiltar tractors, were seen leaving the Ceneralfeldzeug~ 
25X1 maister Kaserne through the north gate. The gun barrels, which rested on 
Gio-exle Limbers, were 152<mm or larger and fron 34 to h meters long. The 
uadercarriages of the cun mounts were from 5S to 6 meters done and covered 
with tarpaulins, # . 


25X1 # Ly Semmens Soviet Army artillery pieces which ars transported on two loads 
for long hauls are the model 1935 152mm sun, the model 1931 203mm howitzer 
aid the model 1939 280-um howitzer. The trosaxle lirber with six twin whoels 
carrying the gun barrel, as described in paragraph @, is standard equipment. 
Tié gun mounts have caterpillar tracks, but the special limbers for the 
gin barrels do not as is stated in paragraph i. The calibers specified in 
the present rerort exclude the unusually haavy model 1935 280<mm howitzer, 
nor is the length of the gun barrel specified in pararraph @ indicative of 
tae model 1935 152-1 ¢cun which is 7,600 meters, It is therefore believed 
taat tre artillery pieces described by the two sources were model 1931 203=mn 
howitzers. 
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
